Club, fouudod by Edwin Booth ut 10 Gram,
ercy 1'ark. ,

The reason of tho Colouol's rejection is
entirely on account of tho well-know- n re-

ligions, or rather tiows cutor-tniuo- d

by him.
Mnuy of tho members contcudod thnt Col.

Iugersoll's enrolment ou tho books of tho
Club would add eo muoh to its prestige that
his peculinr ngnoBtical tenets should bo over-
looked.

It nppcors thnt tho debato over this point
was fast and furious.

Mauv of tho shining lights of tho Club
wero in favor of admitting him. Then, too,
somo oiiually an brilliant wero bitterly op-
posed to his admission.

Iho question was voted on and the flat has

Ingersoll baid this morning that ho knew
nothing of tho affair until a reporter told
him uirly m tho weok that his name had
boon proposed for memborbhin m tho club.

The strikinc car conductors nud drhors of
the Atlantic Avenuo Hnllroid in Hrojkljn
aro keeping ver ipiiut and uio awaiting de-

velopments.
1'resideut Hlchardsou is still confined at

his homo, but ho is not ill enough to bo
from engineering tho courso of tho

Company.
Ho issued nn address to tho men last night

in which ho says men who apply for work y

will bo taken back, and in caso thoy do
not apply now men will bo placed in their
positions.

Commissioner Donovan arrived Inst even-
ing and immediately urocooded to tho oilico
of tho Company, Ho baw Secretary Itich-ardso-

and it is said that no
settlements woro proposed by either buIo.
Socrctary Itichardson gave his Bide of tho
striko and that is about all thoro was dono.

'then tho Commissioner held a conferoiico
with tho Kxccutivo Hoard of District Assem-
bly 76. He will remain m Brooklyn until
luntteisaro mtisfactonlv adnibted.

'J ho Kxocutno Hoard of 70, con-
sisting of Messrs. Thomas J. Cooper, Patrick
Hollihau, 'Ihomas 1'. Byrnes, Andrew D.
Best and August Wilson, hnvo opened head-quarte-

on 1 latbush nvcuuo, near tho Com-nam- 's

olllco.
'Iho men issued CBtorday n statement in

tho caso, in which thoy saya that
thov cannot now retract and do justice
to themselves, 'lhoy bay that President
Itichardson pleads poverty, hut that tho re-
ports of tho Company tiled at Albauy ahow
that his roads have been making money.

Tho Deucou's advertisement for 50(1 Ameri-
cans to opcrato his horso cars did
not bear much flint. Hithor there
nro not that number of Americans
unemployed, or they aro disinclined to work
for tho Company, for only n niiarter of that
number applied for work this morning.

Every man, in making out his application,
was required to stato that ho was an American
citizen, and in addition to signing an applica-
tion for work each applicant wos required to
sign his name to an agreement drawn up and
printed by tho Coinp my.

Tho reporters wore refused n copy of this,
butanEvrsiNo World man learned that it
was an agreement to w ork on tho trip Bjstem,
at ho much a trip. It also bound the men to
worknioro than ten hours, if necessary to
tho Compnny's interests. Hero nro tho prices
nor trip thnt ench man will bo paid:

Fifth, Seventh and Ninth nvenuo lines to
Fulton Ferry. 128 7 cents per trip; Fifth,
Seventh and Ninth avonuo lines to Brooklyn
Bridge, 25 cents per trip. Bergen street lino,
25 cents por trip; Butlor street line, 'J22-- 9

conts per trip; tho Crosstowu nud Fiftoonth
street hues, 18 cents per trip.

Working ten hours a day under this sched-
ule, if tho men could obtain btraight runs,
would bo oqunl to $2 a day, but tho first day's
run proved 1.75 to be tho highest average of
actual earnings for a man.

Each of tho applicants signed a request that
they bo allow ed to work a full number of
trips.

Early in tho morning a crowd began to
cougicgato around tho general olllco on
Atlantic avenue. By St o'clock thero wero
probibly livo hundred people thoro and two
bolitary policemen looked lonesome and
scared.

'1 his crowd was composed of tho strikers
and their friends, and strong but orderly of.
fortsweromado to provent any of the appli-
cants for positions from entering tho otlice.

At It) o'clock .Secroturv Itichurdson jumped
off a 'third avenue car. Ho was fol-
lowed by flvo Italians, who attiuiptcd
to go with him to tho otliio. In
a twinkling tho crowd closed around tho
flvo. They were hustled nround tho corner,
and when Mi. Hichardwrn looked for them
they had disappoartd. Tho mon weio scut
back ou tho next car.

Secretary Itichardson, vvhon ho arrived at
Ins ofb.ee, was immediately burroundod by
reporters To thorn ho said tho Company
would mako no attempt to run a car

" Hocatibo wo won't," was tho reply.
Tho men claim that a car has to bo run bo-fo- re

4 o'clock morning or else tho
Company's charter will bo forfeited, and as
soon as tiny learned of tho Company's edict
thov surmised that the Deacon was going to
play fox ond run n car t, whon thero
would bo most likely less troublo.

Miss Annio Esonhnrt, tho night nurso nt
tho Cooper Hospital, was attnekod by a man
botw ecu 1 and 2 o'clock this mornlnc whilo
on duty.

bho had just administered some medicine
to a patient nud had entored tho male bnth.
room ou tho south sido of tho middlo wing of
tho largo building.

Slio had no booucr entorod tho door,
however, than sho was Beized by tho
throat by a heavy-so- t man, a littlo above
tho medium height, who w ore nn old cap nnd
n long blnck ovorcont, and had a stubby
black mustache.

She was bound with strong cords, knocked
dou n, kicked, her hair out off nnd otherwise
tornbly mutilatod after the style of " Jack
tho Hipper."

Iho man's grip was ouo of iron
and ho forced hor to tho floor.
Then taking a stout twino from
his pocket, no crossod her bands and tied
them in front of hor.

Ho also bound hor limbs bo that sho could
not m6vo.

Taking a scalpel from his pocket, one of
four ho had stolon from ono of tho tables on
this floor, which contained surgical instru-
ments, ho mado a lunge at tho cap iho nurso
woro.

In an instant ho had out her long dark hair
clobo to her head, inflicting a scalp wound.

Waving tho deadly instrument over
his hond, and'knocling at her sido, ho hissed
through his closed teotii; ' I didn't catch vou
last night, but you must dlo. Ha
ha I ou aro in my power 1

I will como night and finish
tho watchman." Ho continued to utter
threats, but tho woman was bo frightoued
thnt sho cannot remember anything more ho
bind.

Ho then began to boat hor face, arms and
limbi, and Miss Eisouhart bocamo uuoou-sciou-

Ho also jumped on her and kicked
her in tho abdomen.

When he first grabbed her by the throat ho
asked hor for money, hut sho told him sho
had nouo, but bhegavo him her valuable gold
watch which sho had brought with her from
Germany. Ho grabbod a broastpin sho woro
at her throat, and in tearing it from its fasten-
ing exposed her breast. Ilo also attempted
to puli from hor oars a pair of choap ear-
rings Bho woro, but ho did not succeed in
this.

Whether ho subjected her to any indig-
nities is not known, as no examination has

ct been made, nor can bho tell all ho did, as
sho lost consciousness boforo ho left her.

Hor attempted nsBassiu was frightened
away boforo ho had completed his work,
and mndo his escape by means or
a ropo, which ho had improvised, by tying to-

gether a number of linen towols.
